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HIGH WINDS & FLOODING

After extensive rain and high winds Thursday night, June 17, 
1982, and Friday morning, there was an extensive amount of 
flooding in the extreme Western part of Pasco County. At Tarpon 
Springs, New Port Richey, Port Richey and Hudson high winds 
were expected to cause a high tide of 5 to 6 feet above normal at 11 
A.M. At 7:30 A.M. the RACES and ARES groups were activated by 
a callout from Pasco Civil Defense Director Ron Newton who called 
Asst. R.O. KB4VQ who started the RACKS call up. An Emergency 
net was immediately set up on WA4GDN, New Port Richey 
Repeater by WA4MOJ who acted as Net Control. Twenty-two 
members of the Gulf Coast Amateur Radio Club and the RACES 
and ARES groups were either actively involved or on stand-by for 
the operation. 
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KE80, No. Fla. Asst. Emergency Co-ordinator was involved in 
the operation and was calling out members of both groups to man 
Shelters and other Stations as needed. Two members were 
dispatched to Radio Station WGUL and were active in passing on 
new information about the flooding that was then put into local 
broadcasts. 

At 11 A.M. the operation was secured as the winds died down, and 
the high tides did not bring about the flooding that was expected. 
The evacuation of some areas was strictly on a Volunteer basis and

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CODELESS LICENSE? 

At its July 1 open meeting, FCC has instructed its staff to draft a 
Notice of Proposed Rulemaking dealing with a codeless Amateur 
Radio License. This NPRM will propose to simply remove the code 
requirement from the present Technician class license, with access 
limited to frequencies above 50 MHz. The present Technician class 
license requiring code and permitting access to the Novice bands 
would also remain in force. 

However, the NPRM will also explore the possibility of a codeless 
digital license, similar to Canada’s Digital Radio Operator Cer- 
tificate, which requires knowledge of digital theory. Such a digital 
license could either be the only codeless license or it could be 
concurrent with a codeless Technician license. The NPRM will be 
released sometime this fall, and is a proposal only. 

There will be a comment period during which all interested 
parties will have a chance to make their views known to FCC.

WWV BROADCAST PROBLEMS 

The President’s FY83 budget, submitted to the Congress earlier 
this year, contains a decrease which may have an impact on users 
of the services of NOAA’s Space Environment Laboratory (SEL) 
and its Space Environment Services Center (SESC). At the 
proposed level of support, it would not be possible for NOAA to 
support many of the present activities of SEL; in particular, all 
space-weather research and related systems development would 
have to be terminated when the new budget is implemented. 

If funding levels are reduced the solar-terrestrial services 
currently provided by SESC would have to be curtailed. These 
services include, for example, 24-hour /day alerts and.brecasts, the 
WWV broadcasts of the geophysical alerts, and the weekly 
“Preliminary Report and Forecasts of Solar Geophysical Data.”’ 


The SEL would appreciate comments from its users about the 
impact of the reductions of services outlined above. Additional 
comments about the minimum level of services required by users

DX WITH W4MB 
Those New Bands 

I’ve just worked out the results of the first period of tests on the 
new 10, 18 and 24 MHz bands, based on QSLs received at KK2XJM. 
The results, in short: No Surprises. The bands perform as ex- 
pected. But its nice to have observational confirmation, and there 
are some very interesting facets to the observations. 

First, 10 MHz is going to be a very useful band. It’s open twenty- 
four hours a day, mostly for 1200 ‘‘short skip’ or E-Layer 
propagation during the day, and for 2500 mile hops during the night. 
The VKs put in beautiful signals at daybreak. 18 may be even better 
than 14 MHz, but 24 will act quite a bit like 10 meters. 

While we can have a useful national service with as little as 30 
watts, useful and reliable international service will require 100-300 
watts on CW, more on SSB. Since a primary reason for the 
allocation of these bands is International Disaster Com- 
munications, the regulations will need to take this into account. 

Ten MHz is a shared band, and we must watch QRM. Data so far 
says that 30 watts is absolutely nonharmful, and 100-300 watts 
appear to be okay at any time. During daylight, even higher powers 
would be allowable. These values will have to be worked out. 

Experience is building up. There are now over thirty countries on 
the air on 30 meters. The five U.S.A. experimental stations continue 
the experiments. s 

When will the bands be available for Amateur use? All that can 
be said is — it’s being worked on. Part of the trouble is in the U.S.A. 
Senate, so write your Senators asking for action. Maybe this fall-----

The proposed Rule specifically states that FM broadcasters new 
to an area are responsible for correcting RFI problems (within a 
specified zone) that may result from their operation. If adopted, 
this would be the first time the ‘“‘last man in” rule is applied te FM 
broadcasters.

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GETTING RID OF 146.55 MHZ INTERFERENCE 
IN THE MIAMI/FT. LAUDERDALE AREA 
By Bill Tucker, W4FXE* 

SPECIAL TO FLORIDA SKIP 

Many hams in this area have been plagued by strong, broad and 
mushy interference on 146.55 Mhz. This is due to WLRN FM on 91.3 
Mhz and Channel 2 TV video on 55.25 Mhz being picked up by the 
antenna and fed to the front-end of the receiver where they ‘‘mix”’ 
and produce the sum of 146.55 Mhz. The only way to eliminate this 
interference completely is to prevent these signals from reaching 
the vulnerable front-end by the use of a high Q bandpass filter such 
as the re-entrant resonant cavity. 

Don’t get scared away. You can easily build a suitable cavity 
using an ordinary coffee can and a few junk box parts. Fig. 1 shows 
how the coffee can is used with two SO-239 coax sockets mounted 
diametrically. The center conductor L is made a little shorter than 
the can length and can be made of 1/8 to 3/8 inch OD copper or 
brass tubing ... or No. 10 or 12 copper wire. The trimmer 
capacitor C should be small enough to fit the space such as the 
APC type with a maximum capacity of 50 pF. The coupling loops L, 
can be made of No. 12 copper wire. Solder the elements to the 
bottom of the can as shown in a symmetrical manner. Make certain 
that the rotor of the capacitor is grounded directly to the inside 
surface of the can and that the wiper is clean and firm.

The tune-up is simple: Using the layout of Fig. 2, adjust C for 
lowest SWR. You will probably show a lower SWR than exists on 
your transmission line because the cavity will also act as an an- 
tenna tuner. That’s all there is to it. Always try to keep the cavity 
tuned as close as possible to your transmit frequency. You should 
be able to shift about 500 Khz either way without retuning. If you do 
not wish to leave the SWR meter in your line all the time, you can 
adjust the cavity for maximum output with a small neon bulb 
placed near the open end of the cavity. In some cases, you may 
have to close the open end with the plastic cover lined with tin foil if 
you are located very close to one of the offending signals. For 
tuning purpose, you could also install a very small RCA type jack 
as shown in Fig. 1 as an option. A small 1/4 inch pick-up loop should 
provide enough RF pick-up so that the voltage could be read on an 
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RF voltmeter consisting of a 1N34 diode or equivalent placed in 
series with a microammeter. Also, you could determine resonance 
by peaking the received signal. 

Other areas outside of Miami-Ft. Lauderdale may also ex- 
perience similar interference in the two meter band from TV and 
FM stations. Please be assured that this cavity bandpass filter will 
protect you in the same manner. As an extra bonus, this filter may 
also eliminate interference in the form of intermod originating in 
the 150-160 commercial band, In severe cases, it may be necessary 
to bend the coupling loops further away from the center conductor. 

The dimensions of this cavity are not critical. Also, smaller tin 
cans may be used by scaling down the dimensions. Even a 6 ounce 
juice can can be used if you can find an air trimmer small enough 
and still provide 50 pF maximum. 

For more details as to the theory of operation, the interference 
problem and cavity bandpass filters, please see my articles in May, 
1981 Ham Radio magazine as well as the Feb., Mar. and Dec. issues 
in 1980.

THE VHFers ROOST

This year’s Es season has been a boon to most FL 6 meter operators: A35JT, V2ADX, 
XF4, YV5, FM7, 9Y50, 4U1UN, YS1, etc. have been worked by many stations. From my 
personal experience, I worked FL stations from Antigua during my 10 day operating 
period as V2ADX and K1FJM/V2A. Several stations have worked over 50 countries on 6 
meters. If you’all wish, I’ll publish FL 6 meter countries worked standings sometime. Just 
this afternoon on Jul 8, I worked many 1 and 2 watt CA stations between 2000 and 2200Z, as 
well as the usual Northeast and Midwest single hop Es. Steve Wilson, W2CAP/1, is con- 
tinuing the ES data research program his father, W2BOC, ran for many years. He 
requests that logs of Es QSOs be forwarded TO HIM AT 14 Elisha Pond Rd., Yar- 
mouthport, MA, 02675. (617) 362-2270. 

On 2 meters, VE3ONT and W9STN were into SFL during the ARRL VHF QSO Party for 
about 5 minutes, but WB4OSN reports he was asleep at the rig! W4WSR managed one W9 
Es QSO about 2200Z on 12 June and also worked GA on tropo. However, I understand that 
the Jacksonville area stations managed to work into at least VA on tropo during the VHF 
contest, but I’m not getting any reports to confirm this. Western Bahama stations 
frequently have been able to hit the Homestead (Miami) repeater in the early morning 
hours and are also able to work across the Gulf Stream on simplex sometimes. I remind 
you all that the best tropo hours are from about sunrise until about one hour afterward. 
Perhaps we could encourage the SWOT net to operate an additional session on early 
Saturday or Sunday mornings to promote 2m Tropo DX. Remember to mark off 10 to 14 
August for the big Perseids Meteor shower. This is the easiest opportunity to add states to 
your two meter total. If you run more than 30 or 40 watts output on SSB or CW, have a 
reasonable receiver, and an antenna with 10 or 12 Db of gain, you can work Ms. Try to 
arrange schedules with larger stations from about 700 to 1100 miles away for starters. 
Look at “‘QST’s” 2 meter States Worked boxes for active 2 meter meteor jockies.’’ If you 
need assistance, call me or any other major meteor operator for help. The Perseids will 
probably peak about 8 A.M. on the 11th, but conditions are normally quite favorable from 
about midnight until mid-morning. The path to VA, KY, ILL, etc. usually can be worked 
without too much trouble from FL. Walt Bain’s (W4LTU) May 1974 ‘“QST” article on 
Meteor Scatter describes the mechanics of Ms, while the Jim Steward (WA4MVI) ‘“‘QST”’ 
article entitled “VHF DX via Meteor Scatter” gives the procedures for Ms scheduling. A 
reminder, the Orlando Tuesday evening SWOT Net will again operate as of Sept. 

I still receive nothing in the way of 220 Mhz activity reports. I hope to get on 220 by the 
winter tropo season with a VE3CRU/Micro wave Modules transverter — anyone else 
interested? 

On the upper bands, W4WSR and WA40OWC note that when their signals peak on 432 
MHz, their 1296 MHz signals sometimes are in a deep fade, and visa versa. Has anyone 
else noticed this phenomenon? From the Panhandle, K4KJP reports that he recently 
worked TX, MS, LA, as well as SFL on 432 and has madv contact with 30 different stations. 

On 1296 MHz, W4ODW continues to pile up statistics. He has worked 6 states on that 
band, including a contact with W9ZIK, ILL, over 773 mile path and a station in TN. 
K4KJP’s .9 watt signal has been worked by WASTBE (Corpus Christi), WB5LUA and 
W5HN am Dallas. Unfortunately I have not been supplied with data as to when the openings 
occurred. 

My Antigua, V2ADX, operation turned out to be a one suitcase operation! ! My suitcase 
held spare tubes, coax for 6m and HF, limited tools and clothing, bathing suit, and 
sneakers. My HF rig traveled in its original box in the cargo compartment. The 6 meter 
transceiver made the journey under my airline seat. The Gonset amplifier and KLM 8 
element beam (no piece longer than 5 feet due to a homemade boom constructed of TV 
masting) made the trip in the cabin coat closet: For a one man DX-pedition, I think this is 
the best compromise between a big signal and lugging too much equipment. I netted 500 
six meter QSOs with 350 stations during the 10 day period of operating. 

Now that Es is ending for the season, it is time to get ready for the Perseids Meteor 
Shower. Good luck!

TONE Oscillator or “FATTO” signal. An audio signal of 800 Hz plus 
another of the 2nd harmonic or 1600 Hz in SSB reception if you tune 
exactly to the frequency of the transmitting station you will hear 
both tones. If you are slightly off you will hear a flutter between the 
two tones. Tune first to the voice of the FYMON counting. The 
reason for this is that if you are off 100 Hz or so, there are other 
harmonics that will give you a slow flutter between tones.

so PLEASE help them by tuning to their voice count and be in 
tolerance.
